The National Catholic War Council has issued 
the first number of a monthly Bulletin, of which 
Michael Williams is editor. The Bulletin records the 
leading features of the work of the Council, which 
acts in close co-operation with the United States Gov- 
ernment, and with other welfare organizations. 

The varied nature of the work is shown by the 
articles in this first number. The Rt. Rev. Peter J. 
Muldoon, Bishop of Rockford, Chairman of the Ad- 
ministrative Committee, is the author of the poting 
article, which reviews the past work of the Counci 
and outlines the important activities in the field of 
social reconstruction which lie ahead. In the course 
of his article he quotes from the recent letter of Pope 

Benedict XV, to the American Bishops, in which they 
are exhorted to carry on the work, and place it on a 
permanent basis through two commissions, to be ap- 
oe at the annua! meeting of the Bishops. One of 

ese commissions is to deal with social questions and 
the other with educational problems. 

The work of the Knights of Columbus is reviewed 
by John D. Kennedy, and the Catholic Program of Re- 
construction by Michael Williams. Miss May M. Mur- 
phy tells the story of the National Service School for 
women established at Washington, D. C., while a

The nations are 
only being visited by retributive justice; they repu- 
diated the traditional international arbiter, and the 
absolutism of Kings and Emperors responsible for it 
has been only recently repudiated at a tremendous 
cost in treasure, blood and suffering.
